1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 

121: 

1. Claims 1-18, drawn to a first fuel cell system, classified in class 429, 
subclass 34. 

II. Claims 1 9-21 , drawn to a second fuel cell system, classified in class 429, 
subclass 12. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: Group II comprises a fuel cell system with an opening, which feature is not 
part of the Group I fuel cell system. In addition, Group I includes both a fuel gas 
passage and an oxidative gas passage, elements not part of the Group II fuel cell 
system. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons 
given above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their different 
classification and recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. In addition, if the Group I invention is elected, this group contains claims 
directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

Embodiment I: odorant removal portion in the fuel off gas passage; 
Embodiment II: odorant removal portion in the circulation passage; 
Embodiment III: odorant removal portion in the confluent off gas passage; 
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Embodiment IV: odorant removal portion in the internal fuel gas passage; 

Embodiment V: odorant removal portion interposed between the cathode and 
the electrolyte membrane; 

Embodiment VI: odorant removal portion in the distribution passage; 

Embodiment VII: odorant removal portion on one face of the electric cell where 
the fuel gas small passage is formed; 

Embodiment VIII: odorant removal portion interposed between the anode and 
the separator. 

The species are independent or distinct because they comprise materially 
different locations within a fuel cell system that include the odorant removal portion. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-3 and 18 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
